First term taught by Mrs. Fannie F. Knowles. 
Second term taught by Mrs. Emma J. Long. Both are 
teachers of experience, and the success of the schools was 


pleasing to all. 
ScHooL No. 3. 


Arrangements were made with the town of Tamworth 
to furnish scholars in this district with schooling. 
ScHooL No. 4. 


First term taught by Mrs. Nora B. Frost. The results 
in this school were all we could ask for. 
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ScHoou No. 5. 


First term taught by Mr. A. S. Bolster. Mr. Bolster is 
one of our best teachers, and the advancement made by 
the scholars was most satisfactory. 

Second term taught by Miss Lilla Ward. This was 
Miss Ward’s first school and it was a success. 


ScHoou No. 6. 


First term taught by Mr. W. S. Chase. Mr. Chase is a 
teacher of some experience, but the results were not what 
we would wish. 

Second term taught by Miss Lizzie L. Libby. Miss 
Libby took great interest in the scholars, and the advance- 
ment was satisfactory. 


Scuoou No. 7. 


First and second terms taught by Miss Addie G. Allard. 
Miss Allard manifested great interest in her work, and the 
scholars made good advancement. 


ScHoou No. 8. 


School commenced by Mrs. A. L. Banfield. For lack of 
scholars the school was stopped at the end of the second 
week. sp 


We wish to call particular attention to the fact that our 
schoolhouses are in a bad condition, a disgrace to our 
scholars and town. And we would ask that at an early 
day the voters would take under consideration the matter 
of making some improvement, raising a sum of money, 
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choose agents to expend the same, and begin at the foun- 
dation, and make the needy repairs. We have the past 
year expended a small amount on those most in need, but 
have thought it a waste of money to expend only just 
enough to make the houses tight and comfortable.
